Our  state  is  to  go  through  the  ordeal  goon  of 
selecting  men  for  office  hi  various  depart  men  ta 
of  government.  Already  candidate*  are  an¬ 
nouncing  their  Intention  to  make  the  race  and 
beginning  to  feel  out  the  public  aijd  make  the 
announcement  of  their  platforms  and  principles. 

Now,  brother,  dontt  get  nervousi  fpr  we  are 
not  going  to  aay  a  word  about  you 
didate  or  your  party!.  Bu^  we  dt 
have  a  word  to  say  about  the  chari 
who  ought  to  be  in  these  ajfifces. 
offense  then  there  is  something  lwijong 
your  candidate  and  the  less  you  havji 
better  for  you  and  him  too. 

In  the  first  place  a  man  Should  lot  aspire  to 
an  office  for  which  he  Is  not  qualified  by  suf¬ 
ficient  intelligence  and  adequate  training  or 
experience.  Several  years  ago  a  go  >d  friend  of 
the  writer  was  elected  to  a  state  off!  :e.j  As  soon 
as  he  was  In  It  he  saw  thAt  he  knew  nothing 
about  the  business  and  he  soon  resigned.  He  was 
honest.  He  saw  that  he  was  not  tjhe  man  for 
the  place;  he  frankly  said  so  and  got  lout  as 
quickly  as  he  couldj.  We  have  had  men  in 
prominent  offices  (I  ijeed  not  be  me  re!  specific) 
who  were  mentally  Incompetent.  They  wasted 
the  state's  money  and  their  own  tine  (for  they 
might  have  done  well. digging  ditches) {and  mis¬ 
represented  their  constituent?-  Some  such  men 
ought  to  be  elected  to  stay  at  hom«. 

But  there  is  a  worse  fault  than  mental  de¬ 
ficiency.  A  strong  bad  man  can  doj  more  dam¬ 
age  by  far  than  a  weak  good  man.  T^he  latter 
may  not  do  the  right  thing:.  The  former  *8 
pretty  sure  do  do  the  wrong  thing  We  have 
had  men  making  our  laws  lately  who  were  daily 
violating  the  law  by  buying  blind  tiger  whiskey. 
One  even  disgraced  himself  and  his  Constituency 
by  making  a  quasi  defense  of  the  bootlegger  in 
the  legislature.  This  was  an  Insult  to  the  body 
of  which  he  was  a  member.  People  should  bt- 
more  careful  in  selecting  men  to  run  for  office, 
or  in  voting  for  men  who  offer  for  office.

to  follow  the  example  of  Josua.  Either  answer 
would  he  a  good  one.  bijt  a  better  one  would 
result  from  an  understanding  of  the  true  signi¬ 
ficance  of  baptism. 

When  P»ul  says  Christ  (died  to  sin,  he  can 
only  mean  that  Christ  died  a  death  that  was 
due  as  a  punishment  for  sjn,  man’s  sin.  And 
when  Paul  says,  addressing  Christians  “ye  died," 
or  “ye  were  crucified  with  iChrlst,  he  can  only 
mean  that  the  death  of  chrjst.  taking  Ihe  place 
of  Ihe  sinner's  death,  was  virtually  Ihe  sinner's 
death,  that  Christ  dying  was  the  same  as  the 
sinner  dying  If  he  accepted  Christ  as  his  Re¬ 
deemer.  When  one  has  sp  Accepted  Christ,  and 
bel'eves  that  he  himself !  therefore  died  when 
Christ  died,  and  believes  that  he  has  entered 
into  a  new  life,  eternal  Ufk.  he  can  most  fitting¬ 
ly  show  this  fact  and  this  belief  by  being  burled 
In  the  way  appointed  by  |ik  Redeemer,  and  be¬ 
ing  raised  again  from  his|  "liquid  tomb."  It  Is* 
often  said  that  baptism  symbolizes  the  death 
and  resurrection  of  Chris!.  Rather,  it  symbolizes 
the  death  and  resurrectloii  pf  the  one  baptized, 
though  It  does  so  only  because  of  its  relation 
to  the  death  and  resurrectjlop  of  Chrlat. 

When  Paul  says  to  the  j  Roman  Christians.' 
"How  shall  we,  that  died  trt  sin,  live  any  long¬ 
er  therein?"  he  cannot  mepn1  that  they  are  dead, 
to  sin  In  the  sense  that  t^ioy  are  Incapable  of 
sinning,  for  in  that  case  tjhq  exhortation  to  ab¬ 
stain  from  sin. would  hajve  been  unnecessary. 
He  must  mean  that  slnctj  the  punishment  for 
their  sin,  which  was  death,  has  been  endured 
once  for  all.  and  since  thkyijiave  received  new 
life  from  Christ,  a  life  thiat  was  to  righteous¬ 
ness.  to  go  on  in  sin  would  pe  doing  violence  to 
this  new  condition,  to  t|e(r  own  consciences 
and  to  the  profeaslon  mgde  when  they  were 
baptized.  In  some  places  Paul  uses  the  «%•
